11. (New) A cable >4ngaged between a covering and 
a fixed frame which holds tl^e covering in a tensioned 
position;

12. (New/ The cable as claimed in claim 11, 
which incorporates colored pigments. 



13. /(New) The cable as claimed in claim 11, 
which has a crircular cross section. 



/14. (New) The cable as claimed in claim 11, 
wherein ythe circular cross section has a diameter of between 
6 and 15 mm.
